'T Ne Nucnes Pajeſtie hath the chief power in 
this Realm of England, and other her Domini⸗ 
ons, unto whom the chief government of all eſtates 
ofthis Realm, whether they be Eccleſiaſticall oꝛ 
Civil, in all cauſes do h appertain, and is not, noz 
ought to be ſubject to any fozreign Juriſdiction, 
__ Where we attribute to the QDucenes Pajcffie the 
ef Government. by which titles we underſtand 
minds of ſome ſlanderous folkes to be offended: 
we — not to our Pꝛintes the miniſtring, either 
of Gods Wozd, oz of the Sacraments, the which 
thing the Jnjunctions alſo latelie ſet foꝛth by Eliza- 
beth our Auen do molt plainlie teſtiſte: but that 
onlie p:erogative which we ſe fo have ben given 
al waies to all godly Pꝛinces in holy Scriptures by 
God himſelf, that is, that they ſhould rule all e- 
Ita es and degrees committed to their charge by 
God, whether they be Eccleſiaſtical oꝛ Tempozal, 
and reſtrain with the Civil woꝛd the ſtubboꝛn and
